Whereas the House ot the People has been dissolved and the Council 
of States is not in session and the President is satisfied that circumstances 
exist which render it necessary foi him to take immediate action; 


Now, therefore, m exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance: —

2. During the period of operation of this Ordinance, the Representa¬ 
tion of the People Act, 1951 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 
shall have effect subject to the amendments specified in sections 3 to 7.

“five years”, in the two places where they occur, the words “six years” 
shall be substituted.

6. In section 33 of the principal Act, in sub-section (3), for the words, 
brackets, letter and figure “clause ( f ) of section 7”, the word and figure 
“sectionD” and for the words “five years”, the words “six years” shall be 
substituted,, 

7. After section 132 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“132A, If any elector to whom a ballot paper has been issued, 
refuses to observe the procedure prescribed for voting, the ballot 
paper issued to him shall be liable for cancellation.”.
